received some time ago from Mr. Kirkpatrick to tape conversations 
with Allen Dulles. The reason is that Mr. Dulles has a considerable 
store of information in his mind about important events in his life 
relating to intelligence, both during his service with the Agency and 


otherwise, which have not been put in writing. scheme is 

to meet with Mr. Dulles at his home and record their conversations. 


The tapes and transcripts would be kept in the Agency where Mr. 

Dulles might refer to them in the future if he chose to do so. 
said that he did not need any help from me at the moment but did 
want to record the earlier approval with me since in a recent con- 
versation he and Mr. Dulles had agreed to proceed with these 
recordings in several different sessions during the coming winter. 

I told him that I saw no objection. In this connection, men- 

tioned that he had been unable to locate the exchange of correspondence 
between Mr. Dulles and Senator McCarthy. He said that he under- 
stood these had been given to Mr. Kirkpatrick for safekeeping and 
thought that Kirk might have turned them over to me. I said that he 
had not turned them over to me personally but that I would try to 
unearth them. It might be worth checking with Jack Earman since 
Kirk might have put them in his IG files. 
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4. George Moran telephoned to say that he had received a call 
from General Joe Cranston of the National Security Industrial 
Association asking for some biographic information on Admiral 
Raborn for their use in connection with their dinner next spring in 
honor of Admiral Raborn. I approved of his releasing the informa- 
tion which they have on file and which they hand out generally. 
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5. came to see me to report that he had re- 

ceived some information through his friends in industry about which 
he thought we might be concerned. NPIC receives bids from some 
fifteen bidders on some of their RfcD projects. The project officer

Ray used this situation to illustrate his concern 
about NPIC R&D contracting, pointing out that, although | | has a 

degree in geography, he is a project officer on some highly technical 
electronic matters.

all, apparently because he is on the DD/S&T rather than the NPIC 
T/O. 
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
